Employers Role In Operation Of 
California Unemployment System

paid by employers on 
payrolls; ,the Disability

(Editor's note: This Is the 
second In a series of four ar­ 
ticles to he published In the 
Torrunco Herald- survey- 
Ing- California's Unemployment 
Insurance system, Thl» Install­ 
ment deals principally with 
the employer's role In Its op­ 
eration.)
California's Unemployment In­ 

surance system is unique In that 
it provides for benefit payments 
to individuals who are unem­ 
ployed because of physical or 
mental disability as well as for 
those who are unemployed be­ 
cause of economic reasons. The 
disability insurance phase was 
added in 1946. Benefits paid to 
unemployed individuals com 
from one of two separate funds 
Persons unemployed for econo 
mic reasons are compensate! 
from the Unemployment Insur 
mce fund. Those uncmployet 
because of disability are com 
ponsated from the Disabilit; 
fund.

The Unemployment Insurano 
fund derives its revenue from 
taxes 
their
fund derives Its. .revenue 
taxes paid by employees. Prior 
to May 21, 1946, the one per 
cent employees' tax also wen 
nto the Unemployment Insur 

ance fund, but now only th 
employers,' tax supports that 
fund.

Employers subject to the Call 
foTfitk tftiempToynrcnt-TnSWBhce 
act are those hiring one or more 
employees. Exempt frpm the 
tax are the services of agricul 
Lural workers, domestic servants 
In private homes, governmenta 
employees, persons employed by 
certain non-profit institutions 
and by certain relatives, and 
railroad workers.

California employers of' eight 
or more persons are also sub 
|ect to the Federal Unemploy 
nent Tax act. The federal tax 
s three percent of the first $3, 
)00 of annual wages, but contri 
jutions. to the state are cred­ 
ited, leaving an actual payment 
:o the Federal government of 
thrce-terfths of one percent.

California's law provides a 
system by which qualified cm 
ployers .may reduce their ta> 
rate. The "experience rating' 
:rovlsion permits a reduction 
from the maximum 2.7 percent 
 ate when the employer has a 
favorable experience with re- 
ipect to unemployment suffered 
>y his employees. A "reserve* 
iccount 
mploye

contributions paid by the 
ploycr, and to which is charged 
ayrncnts of benefits to former 

employees who earned wages 
"i'om that employer during their 
>aso periods.

The rate Is determined an­ 
nually by the ratio of the re- 
erve balance to the employer's 

average taxable payroll during 
he preceding three years, in ac- 
ordance with the following 
chedulcs:
